Dear Mr. Morgan and Members-of the Board:

Please be advised that I have decided to SURRENDER my license to practice
pharmacy in the State of Maryland, License Numbéy: 25447, effective immediately. I
understand that upon surrender of my license, 1 may riot practice pharmacy, with or ywithout
compensation, or otherwise engage in the practice of pharmacy-in the State of Maryland as
it is defined in the Maryland Pharmacy Act (the “Act?), Md. Code Ann., Health
Occupations. ("Health Occ.") §§ 12-101 ef seg., (2014 Repl. Viol. & 2020 Supp.) and other
applicable laws. In other words, as of the effective date -of this Letter of Surrender, I
understand that 1 am in the same position as an unlicensed individual in the State of
Maryland.

I understand that this Letter of Surrender is a PUBLIC DOCUMENT, and, on the
Matyland Board of Pharmacy’s (the “Board”); aceeptance becomes a FINAL ORDER of
the Board,

My decision to surrender my license to practice pharmacy in the State of Maryland
has been prompted by an investigation of my licefise by the Board. Thé results of the
investigation led the Board to issue disciplinary: charges. against me on or about October
22, 2020, under Case Number: 20-408, '

~ Afierits investigation, the Board charged me with violating the foltowing provisions
of Health. Oce. §§ 12-313(b):
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(17) Violates any provision of § 12-505 of this title, which concerns
the labéling requircments for preseriptions for drugs, devices,
or diagnostics; '

(20) Advertises in a manner that tends to deceive or defrand the
public;

(21) 1Is professionally, physically, or mentally incompetent;

(24) s disciplined by a licenising or disciplinary authority of any
state or country or convicted or disciplined by a court.of any
state or' country: for an dct that would be grounds for
disciplinary sction undér the Board’s disciplinary statute;

(25) Violates.any rule or regulation adepted by. the Board[.]

~ I'wishto make clear that T'have voluntarily, knowingly, and freely chosen to submit
this Letter of Surrender to avoid prosecution of the aforémentioned. charges under the Act.
T acknowledge that if the case wére to proceed to an evidentiary hearing, the State would

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be able to prove by.a preponderance of the evidence that I violated the.Act as charged. I
acknowledge that for all purposes: relevant to my licensure, those investigative findings
will be treated as 1fproven

I further acknowledge that the State can prove that on or-about October 22, 2020,
the Board issued a Notice of Intent 10 Revoke Pharmacv License (“Noucc of Intent to
Revoke”) because of disciplinary action taken against my pharmacy license by the
California, Virginia, Oregon, and Nebraskd boards of Pharmacy. My cofduct as a
pharmacist in Californja prompted the Board's issuance of the Notice of Intent to Reveke
and is attached heréto and incorporated herein as (Exhibit A). T he Notice of Intert to
Revoke describes my eonduct that resulied in disciptinary action:?

I undesstand that by executing this Letter of Surrender 1 am waiving any right to
contest the charges in.a formal cvndentlary hearing at wliich I would have had the right to
counsél, to confront witnesses, to give testimony, to call witnesses. on my-own behalf and
all other substantive and procedural protections provided by law, including the right to
appeal.

Y understand ihat the Board will advise thé Nationial Practitioneis’ Data Bank of this
Letter of Surrender, andin any response to any inquiry, that [ have surrendered. my license
in liev.of further d;smplmary action under the Act. I also understand that in the evént [
would apply for licensure i any form in any other state of jurisdiction, that this Letter of
Surrender znd the underlying investigative documerits including the Notice of Intent to
Revoke may be released or published by the Board to. the same.extent as a final order that
would result from disciplinary action, pursuant to Md. Code Ann., State Govt.. § [0-611 et
seq., (2014 Repl Vol & 2020 Supp.), and that this Tetter of Surrender i ¢onsidered
disciplinary action by the: Board.

1 affirm that on orbefore the date of Board’s:a -acceptance of this Letter of Surrender,
I will provide to Board staff my plmrm'iclst license. If 1 apply for reinstatement of my
Maryland pharmacy license, the Board has full discretion to grant or deny my
reinstatement. If the Board does grant reinstatement, it may impoes¢ any terms and
conditions the Board corisiders approprigie for public safety and the protection of the
integrity and reputation of the profession. I understand that when applying for
reinstatement, I will approach (he Board in the Samé posture 4S one whase licen$e has been
revoked., I also understand that if I apply for reinstatement, 1 bear the burden of
demonstrating my professional competence and. fitness to practice pharmacy to the

Finally, I wish to make clear that 1 have been.advised of my
right fo: be represented by the attorney of my choice throughout proceedmgs before the
Board, including the right to counsel with an attoroey prior to signing this Lefter of
Sutrender. 1 undejstand both the nature of the Board’s actions and this Letter of Surtender
fully, 1 acknowledge thatT understand and comprehend the language, meaning and terms
and effect of this Letter of Sutrender. ‘I voluntarily choose to surrender my Maryland
license to practice pharmacy pursuant to fhe terms.and conditions: set out herein. I make.
this decision knowingly and voluntarily.
